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USE BOTH HANDS 
Benjamin Franklin o nce p ro p o sed that chil­ 
dren sho u ld be tau ght to u se bo th hands with 
eq u al facility . He was himself o f ambidex tro u s 
ty p e and knew the v alu e o f it. It so hap p ened 
that it p ro v ed p articu larly v alu able to him in 
later y ears when his right hand became p ara­ 
ly zed. 
And why sho u ldn’t children be tau ght to u se 
bo th hands? We all hav e two hands, why sho u ld 
o ne be mo re o r less u seless in the imp o rtant 
fu nctio ns su ch as eating, writing, sewing and 
skilled trades u p o n which liv eliho o d dep ends? 
The habit o f u sing o nly o ne hand, u su ally the 
right is v ery mu ch o bso lete inasmu ch as effi­ 
ciency is co ncerned. Any p erso n might be mu ch 
mo re efficient if he o r she co u ld u se bo th hands 
with eq u al skill. There is no so u nd reaso n why 
we do n’t learn to u se bo th hands. 
Children sho u ld be tau ght to u se bo th hands 
early in life so that they may beco me skilled at 
it as they gro w o lder. Start them eating, writing 
and o ther beginning p ractices with bo th hands. 
It is said that an adu lt can also learn to u se 
bo th hands in the co u rse o f two o r three mo nths 
if su fficient effo rt is p u t fo rth. This is p ro v en 
in case o f inju ry to the hand that is o rdinarily 
u sed. If it is incap acitated, th p erso n so o n be­ 
co mes skilled with the o ther hand. 
So , let u s hav e an ambidex tro u s wo rld. Its 
p o ssibilities sho u ld be o bv io u s. 


phere in the home and public buildings through 
the many innov ations in lighting schemes and 
methods. 
For ex ample of newer methods, the dining 
room fix ture of today is usually an inv erted 
translucent bowl, hung well abov e the heads of 
the diners. This throws a well diffused y et thor­ 
ough light ov er the entire room, adding to the 
enjoy ment of the meal. The old ty pe glaring 
down onto the table and the food created an un­ 
pleasant atmosphere. 
The porch light that once was a round globe 
affair throwing a harsh circle of light has giv en 
way to dull-finished colonial lantern, hung to 
one side of the door. It creates a more restful 
and inv iting doorway than the old ty pe. 
Office lighting was once most detrimental to 
the worker. The low hung reflector threw a glare 
onto the work that ruined many ey es. 
Now, 
lighting engineers hav e so thoroughly improv ed 
office lighting that all ey estrain has been elimin­ 
ated so far as lighting is concerned. 


SAVING EYES 
Regardless o f increased reading and attend­ 
ance o f mo v ing p ictu re p erfo rmances, Ameri­ 
ca has better ey es to day than it had a genera­ 
tio n ago , we are.to ld. 
When electric lighting first came into general 
u se a generatio n back, the standard o f fix tu res 
was the bu ib and reflecto r dro p p ed fro m the ceil­ 
ing, an arrangement that threw a circle o f light 
in the center o f the ro o m, leav ing the co rners 
glo o my . 
That metho d was inju rio u sly artificial. If elec­ 
tric lighting was to su cceed, the p ro blem was to 
create a so ft, diffu sed ap p ro x imatio n o f day light 
itself. Here is where the lighting engineer and 
science to o k a hand. 
In the p ast few y ears no t o nly the ey estrain 
has been take no u t o f electric lighting, bu t there 
has also been created a new and inv iting atmo s- 


REAL CRIME REMEDIES 
Calv in Co o lidge has made so me remarks o n 
crime and resp ect fo r law and o rder that are o f 
v ital interest to ev ery American citizen. 
In o ne address, he said that “if aro u nd the 
natio n’s fireside, resp ect fo r au tho rity , rev erence 
fo r ho ly things and o bedience • to p arental dis­ 
cip line are tau ght, the su rest fo u ndatio n fo r 
p eace and lawfu l o rder will be laid.” 
We canno t p ass laws that will make crime im­ 
p o ssible. Effo rts in that directio n hav e to o o ften 
reacted to the adv antage o f the criminal, by re­ 
straining the law abiding citizen. Bu t what we 
can do is interp ret and ex p edite o u r p resent laws 
and p ro cedu re, that by ex amp le, crime will be 
disco u raged. 
Then, if we will add to this, the early training 
o f the child by the standards that Calv in Co o l­ 
idge sets fo rth in the q u o tatio n abo v e, we will 
hav e go ne a lo ng way to ward refo rm. 
Crime flo u rishes best where it can mo st easily 
resist o bliteratio n and escap e p u nishment. The 
majo rity o f criminals co me fro m families that 
are either to o igno rant o r slo thfu l to p rep are the 
child fo r decent citizenship . Early training o f 
children co u nts fo r ev ery thing in nine case o u t 
o f ten. If the child is go o d and tau ght right, 
then the adu lt will be go o d.

Ro u gh sketches, illu strating 
their gags, are p resented by the 
artists. If any o f the sketches 
catch the fancy o f an edito r, 
he asks the artist to go back to 
his stu dio and tu rn o u t the fin­ 
ished wo rk. Usu ally , o f co u rse, 
the edito r has so me su ggestio ns 
o f his o wn to make. 
Last Thu rsday I made the 
ro u nds with my y o u ng friend, 
Gilbert Bu ndy . Su rely y o u mu st 
hav e seen so me o f his magazine 
co v ers and carto o ns. 
There are abo u t thirty artists 
into who m o ne is p retty certain 
to ru n at so me o f the o ffices o n 
a Thu rsday . Abo u t 15 o f these 
are the “big sho ts” o f the free 
lance bu siness, Gilbert tells me 
—the o nes the edito rs mu st de­ 
p end o n the mo st, aside fro m 
regu lar staff artists. 
I tru st we can u se Mr. Bu ndy 
as a p retty fair ex amp le o f ho w 
these gentlemen wo rk. 


Each p lace we entered we 
fo u nd mo re o f the craft, wait­ 
ing aro u nd fo r the edito r to mu ll 
o v er their creatio ns. When Bu n­ 
dy 's tu rn came, the edito r wo u ld 
shift thro u gh his drawings and | 
co me u p o n o ne which might in- j 
sp ire him to say , “I like this o ne 
—finish it u p fo r me,” o r, “Well, | 
I think there is a go o d , idea 
here. Why do n’t y o u try to —” 
and so o n. 
So metimes it 
takes 
y o u ng 
Bu ndy as little as 15 minu tes to 
make a sketch in the ro u gh— 
o nce he has a go o d gag. 
And 
there he has so mething o f an 
adv antage—his bro ther is a p ro ­ 
fessio nal gag man fo r artists. 
\ Ly nn Bu ndy , 23, thinks u p 
mo st o f the bright, snap p y cap ­ 
tio ns which Gilbert, 21, illu s­ 
trates.
